HISTORICAL ANDOVER, 


FOSTER BEGINNINGS, 


Probably four different lines of Fos- 
ters make the story of the present resi- 
dents of the nameamozg us. Ourown 
two lines from ‘Andrew and Ann, and 
3Reginald of the Ipswich line, seem to 
be distinct, from the earliest record, 
that of Audrew in’ 1652,-"John of. Sa- 
lem and his brother ‘Samuel of Wen- 


“ham and Chelmsford furnish us With 


the Foster alliances of Reading and 
Tewkebury, while old Thomas ot Wey- 
mouth, allied to the ‘Hopestill line of 
Boston and Cambridge, finished his ca- 
reer in the vicinity of Billerica, leav- 
ing a line that possibly are represented 
today among us. The study of these 
lines from the beginning is full of diffi- 
culty, on account of the Very slack 
way in which they secure the estates 
to the heirs. Scotch fashion, they live 
together and. divide at some unex- 


pected date when you get tired of hunt- 


ing forthem. They hold bits of land 
years afier they have ‘acquired resi- 
dence in other towns, and pay taxes 
all along the borders, besides coming 
up to church occasionally to get Parson 
Phillips or French to baptize some 


‘lonesome infant, who otherwise has no 


record among us. They are all Scotch 
fast enough. Nobody but a Scotch- 
man would lease land for 1000 years, 
or convey a meadow with “twig and 
turf.’?” "Andrew Forrester or, Forster, 
with -his neighbors *Andrew Allen and 
Joseph Russell, are all members of the 
Scotch Charitable Association, once the 
8t. Andrews Society, formed in Boston 
as early as 1656 to aid the war prison- 
ers of Cromwell’s fights, and other un- 
fortunates from Virginia and along 
shore, who used to walk to Boston to 
get a passage home. 

Andrew Foster who died here in 
1685 at the age ot 106° according 
to the town record; was perhaps a 
relative of the John and Sam-~ of 
the Salem line, as his children inter 


_marry from the first with the Chelms- 


ford end, hile naming their children 
in the most reprehensible way with the 
euphonious Abraham of the Ipswich 
line. When this later line came in 
from Ipswich, first with ‘Ephraim and 
Hanna, and later with cousin *Wil. 
liam and Sara, they have no sign of an 
Abraham, although Ephraim is son of 
*Abraham and grandson of old *Renald 
of Ipswich. Savage has a note some- 
where or else someone has quoted him 
as saying that Andrew, who was about 


~~ the age-of--old--Reginald--of Ipswich 


wasason. He may have had a son of 
the name. I have thought it likely we 
shall fiod Andrew in some fashion kin 
to the Lynn lines of Bartholomew and 
Christopher, who flourished in Glouces- 
ter and Lony Island. There are traces 
of lands in the Lynn marshes that. can- 
not be accounted fer, unless he, with 
Andrew Allen of whom ‘he seems to 
buy part of his Andover farm, started 
at first down at old Lynn. The con- 
nection of the Ingalls family with Al- 
lens may come out in oid Court Recor2s 
which are all we have of early Lynn 
since her two bad fires that took both 
chuich and town papers. 

Andrew seems to be 73 when his 
daughter Mary is born in 1652. H's 


wife Ann was-—-perhaps-a—second, and-| 


still-very aged in 1692, when she gave 
up the hard and bitter wrestie with 
cruel superstition in Salem Jail. An- 
drew left her a very comfortable and 
pleasant home here by Rogers’ Brook. 
The eldest son, Andrew, who survived 
his poor mother only 5 short years, 
was t.eighbor to Jobn Russe, whose-es- 
tate lay along Abbott Village Hill. 
Mary Russe married Andrew in 1662, 
his sister *Hanna married Hugh Stone 
in 1667. This man was most. likely of 
a Salem family resident in Beverly Vil- 
lage, and allied to the Boston line by 
the names he selects. Jahn Stone of 
Salem was here very early. John and 
Robert buy a house there in 1551, and 
owned a ferry much earlier. He 
seemed tohave baked bread and some 
one found fault with the size of the 
loaves. In his later days he seems to 
have retreated to Hull. Our Islands 
along the coast were the havens for 
the freethinkers of the day. John. of 
Hull leaves a bequest tothe children 
of his brother Simon over in England, 
and three years later Hugh Stone comes 
to Andover to get a modest share of 
father Foster’s Indian Plain, wherever 
that was. He wasa carpenter also, 
and from his estate, must have been a 
man of industry quite unlike his 


brother-in-law, Lawrence Lacy, who..> 


married the young *Mary in 1673. I 
feel sure that Lawrence was the scion 


his gun and the chat-of. neighbors too 
well. The church in his later years 
labor with Lawrence to get him to im- 
prove his time to better advantage. 
The estate belonging to the next yen- 
eration shows him in~comfortable~eir- 
cumstances, so Mary was probably a 
good manager. Inertia, in his case, 
may have been caused by hypochond- 
ria or despair at the uncongenial sur- 
roundings.

Another John Ross married Robert 
Russell's grand-daughter, and lived in 
Billerica. The wocds here were full 
of a Scotch colony who seemed to hang 
together for mutual advantage. ‘Sara 
Foster married Samuel Kemp. In the 
Stone family, we have six children, 
John, Hugh, Simon and Daniel, with 
two girls, Katherine and Hanna. Here 
in our fair meadows along the brook, 
on land now in possessioz of the John 
Abbott heirs (I have often thought 
perhaps on,old Burying ground hill) 
was Stone’s house. Miss Bailey in her 
story of the dreadful tragedy that came 
down on them the year of the Indian 
war, quotes freely from. Mather’s 
“Magnolia.” The first John Stone 


who caused the ‘Pequod war episode 
by his violent temper, perhaps, in deal- 
ing with Indians,:may have had some 
stock in our Hugh. The times were 
those of fear and excitement that year 
of 1689.

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CROP BULLETIN, 


f-ospects of the District Fully Up to the 

Average. . 
Boston, June 28.—Last week is consid- 
e-ed the best of the season in many sec- 
tions of Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
aud Conngcticut; the sunshine caused 
rapid growth of crops and the fair 
weather favored farm pursuits... Re- 
ports from the agents of the weather 
bureau show that haying is in ad- 
vance from a week to 10 days. Hoeing 
is a week toa fortnight late. The result 
of hay making and hoeing coming at the 
tame time is,foulness from weeds and 
overworked farmers. A want of rain is 
reported from all sections of Rhode 
Island. The same applies to Connecti- 
cut, except that an excess of moisture in 
the soil is reported in some sections of 
New London county. . In the larger por- 
tion of that state the drought is becom- 
ing injurious; pastures are browning 
and strawberries are showing the effects 
of dry weather. The prospects of the 
district as a whole are fully up to the 
average. 

Corn is improving in about all sactlonn, 
but is still backward. The sunshine and 
showers have improved the color, though 
the cool weather in northern sections 
has been unfavorable to rapid growth, 
Rye and oa‘g are showing rust tn western 
Massachusetts, and rust is also affecting 
the oats in sections of Fairfield courity, 
Conn. As-a whole the grain crop is 
promising. 

The-caterpillars have about ceased 
their ravages, but-the apple crop in many 
sections has been destroyed.. Most 
damage was done in parts of Chittenden 
county, Vt. In Shelburn, which is lo- 
cated in an apple producing district, the 
crop will be but a small percentage of 
that which was promised. The forest 
worm ‘has wrought great damage to the 
sugar maples in sections of Windsor 
county, Vt. It is believed that the trees 
in many instances are permanently in- 
jured. The apple crop of the district 
will probably be an average one, The 
indications are favorable to a good sup- 
ply of pears, plums and cherries, The 
peach trees in Connécticut show plenty 
of fruit. 

Field and garden vegetables have, asa 
rule, made good progress. The potato 
crop in all. sections. is very~promising 


and seems unusually free from injurious | 


insects. The early crop is blooming in 
northern sections, and in southern por- 
tions the new potatoes are nearly ready 
for market. Asparagus is still being cut 
in Massachusetts. Gardén truck gen- 
erally is in excellent condition and very 
plentiful.

Cent Stamp on Telegrams. 

New York, June 30.—On and after Fri- 
day the new revenue law requires that 
a documentary 1 cent stamp shall be put 
upon every telegraph message trans- 
mitted in the United States. It will 
therefore be necessary for the senders of 
messages to attach stamps to their 
messages and to cancel the stamps, in 
accordance with the law, by writing their 
initials and the date across them. The 
‘Western Unton and- Postal -Télegraph 
companies and the cable companies op+ 
erating from New York have arranged 
for a partial supply of stamps at their 
offices for sale to the senders of mes- 
sages who may not be provided with 
them. They are not prepared to provide 
stamps’in sufficient quantities to cover 
all the messages sent from their offices 
because it would require the outlay of'a 
very large sum of money. 


Death of an Anarchist. 

Chicago, June 30.—Michael Schwab, 
the anarchist, died at a hospital yester- 
day. He was held responsible with 
Parsons, Sptes, Lingg, Fischer, Engel 
and Noebe for hurling the dynamite 
bomb May 4, 1886 which caused the 
death of seven policemen in the Hay- 
market riot. The punishment meted 
out to him was life imprisonment in the 
Joliet penitentiary, but on June 26, 1893, 
he was pardoned and restored to cit- 
izenship by Governor Altgeld. © Re- 
turning to Chicago, he resumed his po- 
sition as editorial writer on the Arbeiter 
Zeitung, but became involved in a quar- 
rel with its directors and was forced to 
resign in 1895. His life after that was 


\marked by extreme poverty, and he 


finally fell a victim to consumption,

|SIEGE OF SANTIAGO 


Shafter Sanguine of Success 
With Two Days’ Firing. 


Blow to Be Struck Without Additional 
Troops—Warships of the Enemy an 
Element In the Problem—The Serious 
Part They Will Play Unless Sampson. 
Acts—Prediction That Camara’s Fleet 
Will Return to Spanish Wato:s. 


‘Washington, June 30.—The opinion is

“cits # Santiago. Thé important, event 


of yesterday was the general's announce- 
ment that he could take the city in 48 
hours, but at considerable loss. Taken 
in connection with the announcement 
contained in another dispatch that he 
was going to attack without awaiting 
reinforcements, it will be seen that the 
officials have ground for the expectation 
as toa general engagement. 

Numerically the opposing armies are 
not very different, the estimate of the 
Spanish force being placed at 14,000 men, 
thoroughly entrenched and behind 
barbed wire fences and blockhouses, as 
.against about 18,000 men under Shafter’s 
command, aided by 4000 Cubans, One of 
the gravest elements in the problem, 
however, is the Spanish warships, for 
unless Shafter is materially assisted by 
Sampson, who might engage the full at- 
tention of the Spanish ships, their fire 
upon the American advance forces 
would be very hard to meet. The mili- 
tary authorities say that General Linares 
has showy great tact in slowly retiring 
during..the last few days, as he has 
gradually drawn our troops away from 
the protection of the ships. For. this 
reason it was with relief that the an- 
nouncement was received that Shafter 
had succeeded in landing all of his ar- 
tillery, including his siege train, for un- 
less Sampson can be relied upon to force 
his way into the harbor and attack the 
Spanish ships the siege guns planted on 
the heights commanding the bay will be 
the main reliance of Shafter in offsetting 
the presence of the Spanish ironclads. 
Undoubtedly Shafter is animated to at- 
tack as soon as possible by his knowledge 
of the approach of the reinforcements 
for Linares from Manzanillo, for with 
this additional force, Shafter’s position 
would be disagreeable, if not perilous, 
at least until he had received reinforce- 
ments, 


The war department received the first 
definite news yesterday as to the ap- 
proach of these Spanish reinforcements. 
This was in an official dispatch stating 
that 8000 men with pack trains and 
droves of animals were advancing from 
Manzanillo, and were 54 miles from San- 
tiago. It has been known through re- 
ports from Lieutenant Joyce, made to 
General Miles, that the Spaniards have 
12,000 men at Manzanillo and 10,000 at 
Holguin, and every precaution has been 
taken to guard against their advance 


from either quarter. The official report 


showed, that 8000 of those at Manzanillo 
had covered half the distance to San- 
tiago, and it is the belief of military of- 
ficials that:General Pando is making a 
similar advance with his 10,000 men from 
Holguin,. These advances, now prac- 
tically unopposed, are regarded as one 
of the most serious phases of the situa- 
tion. 

There is the further element to which 
the military authorities are giving care- 
ful attention, that one man entrenched 
behind eart! works or in rifle pits is 
worth, three men in the open. It is said 
that the battles of Chancellorsville and 
Spottsylvania afforded the most direct 
babe on _ point. 
~ It*'was awabunced at the war depart- 
ment that by its reports 3000 soldiers 
should be leaving Tampa to join Shaf- 
ter. They will be three or four days on 
the voyage, and it is probable that it is 
this force that General Shafter refers to 
as likely to arrive too late for his action. 


CAPTAIN ALLYN CAPRON. 
General ‘Shafter’s various dispatches 
also contain much information on other 
features of the military situation. He 
expresses the warmest thanks for the 
congratulations sent to him by the presi- 
dent through Secretary Alger and those 


of the. commanding, general, General 
Miles, though he modestly refers to the 
recent affair in which the rough riders 
and cavairymen participated as unim- 
portant. He says only 964 men on our 
side were engaged, but it was very de- 
cisive in our favor, the enemy retreating 
precipitately. The lack of cavairy was 
all that prevented the capture of the 
Spanish forces. He expresses the deep- 
est regret at the loss of Captain Capron 
and so many of his men. General Shaf- 
ter emphasizes the need of horses. In 
particular he wants hors:s ior the Third 
battalion of the first cavelry and for 
Colonel Wood’s reveh vices. He says 
the horses he carried on the expedition 
ftood the voyage very well. 

Official reports have been received to 
confirm the story that General Shafter’s 
troops are in possession of-the water- 
works supplying Santiago. It is not 
doubted that the troops crossed the line 
of aqueducts and could have cut off the 
supply of Santiago if deemed desirable 
to do so. The opinion is, however, that 
if the pipes have been tapped by the 
American troops it has been done with 


the main purpose of supplying them- 
selves and stock with drinking water. 
It is not thought that there was a de- 
liberate purpose to cut off Santiago's 
water supply, for in the minds of per- 
sons best posted on the situation such a 
method, while causing the population 
of the town a good deal of discomfort, 
would be entirely ineffective in hasten- 
ing the surrender of Santiago. 

The country in the rear of that place 
to the northward and westward is said. 
to be well supplied with streams of fresh 
water emptying into the bay, and as our 
troops so-far have not managed to oc- 
cupy that territory, this. source of water 
is still within reach of the Spaniards. 
It is said also that in a city as large as 
Santiago there is an abundance of steam 
boilers, which could be changed very 


} quickly into distillers of the salt:water of 


the bay, 


Inasmuch as a disposition has appeared 
in some quarters to question the right 
of the American army under the modern 
rules of war to resort to this medieval 
means of shortening a siege, it can be 
stated that the military authorities here, 
after a careful examination of the mat- 
ter, have reached the conclusion that 
there is full warrant for the cutting off 
of the water supply. It would not be 
permissible to do this if the Spanish gen- 
eral had led his forces out of the town 


several miles at least to repel the in- 
vaders, 


Naval officials predict that the Spanish 
fleetunder command of Admiral Cam- 
ara will return to Spanish waters. This 
prediction -is--based--upon-advices-re- 
ceived today from the American con- 
sular agents at Port Said and the Ameri- 
can consul at Cairo. These advices, it 
can be stated authoritatively, announce 
the refusal of the canal commissioners 
to accept the drafts offered by Admiral 
Camara in satisfaction of the canal 
dues, amounting to $160,000. Admiral 
Camara has aso found that there is not 
sufficient coal at Port Said to supply all 
of his ships, a very serious matter in 
view of the fact that he has only 7000 
tons of coal in the colliers accompany- 
ing his fleet and of the possibility that 
the small supply for sale may not be 
given him as a result of the protest 
filed by, the consular representatives of 
the United States, ‘It-is hirited that the 
shortness of coal supply may be due to 
the activity of the American consular 
agent, who, it was stated, may have 
bought the coal. 

A third matter of enibarrassment to 
Admiral: Camara lies in the fact that he 
has overstayed the 24 hours’ limit im- 
posed by the,convention of the signatory 
powers of Europe, to which Spain is a 
party. Anticipating a ‘protest by the 
American consular agent, Camara has 
informed the Egyptian government that 
some.of his ships are in need of repairs, 
and that be is lying at Port Said simply 
for the purpose of completing repairs to 
tuelr tmaécausnery,. 

It is evident to the authorities that 


unless Camara is able to secure coal at 
Port .Said, or at some point in the vicin- 


ity, he will be unable to continue his 
voyage to the Philippines. The torpedo 
boat destroyers have cut their supply 
in half as a result of the voyage from 
Spain, to Port Said, and some of the 
auxiliary vessels are in need of.coal. It 
is believed here that the supply of coal 


’ on board is reserved for the armorclads, 


Spanish Are Optimints. 
Madrid, June 80.—In an interview yes- 
‘terday afternoon,;-Lieutenant._General 
Correa, minister of war, said the gov- 
ernment had no special news from Cuba, 
but took a favorable view of the siti 1- 
tion. He asserted that Admiral Camaras 
squadron had begun the passage of the 
Suez canal. 

It is announced that the Vitorria, the 
Numancia, the Alfonso XIII and the 
Lepanto, all armored cruisers, are ready 
to form the third. squardon. ; 

‘The cruiser Antonio, Lopez, ‘witile try- 
ing to enté¥'the San Juan rivér secretly 
with a cargo of provisions.and war ma- 
terial, was detected by two American 
warships, but escaped by swiftly chang- 
ing her course. ‘Her captain, determined 
to land his cargo, ‘headed for shore at 
Ratines, The shock of grounding ex-_ 
ploded the boiler. It is not known 
whether there was any loss of life. Two 
gunboats issued to the assistance of the 
Lopez, whereupon the Americans with- 
drew and the Lopez landed her cargo. 


Went Into Camp. 

Boston, June 30.—The last. regiment 
of the state militia that can be furnished 
the general government by the common- 
wealth, augmented to almost double 
its strength when a part of the state 
force, marched through Boston this 
morning on the way to South Framing- 
ham and active service. The Fifth 
regiment went out under command of its 
militia colonel, Colonel J. H. Whitney, 
a veteran of the Civilwar. Atthestate 
house, Governor Wolcott and staff, with 
heads of,the state department. and 
others, reviewed the commands On 
reaching South Framingham, the regi- 
ment. marched directly to the camp 
grounds, where tents for its use had been 
pitched.

Ma *June 29.—Oaptain General 
Augusti cables from Manila under date 
of June 23 that he continues to maintain 
his position, though the enemy is in- 
creasing in numbers, while rains are 
inundating the intrenchments and de- 
sertions of native soldiers are increas- 
ing.

Buyers Unwilling to Stock Up For the 
Benefit of Producers—Increase In Re- 
coipts—Fair Trade Announced by the 
Jobbers — Small Consignments Affect 
the Egg Trade. 


Boston, June 29.-The general condi- 
tions of the butter market are about the 
same as last week. There appears to be 
more desire on the part of some receliv- 
ers to realize on their consignments, but 
as a rule last week's prices are sustained, 
and, ee Ng they cannot be obtained the 
butteris put intocold storage.

Most of the receivers of western but- 
ter reported a slow demand, and none of 
them quoted over 17 cents for the best 
trade lots in ash tubs. Several of them 
offered freely at that price yesterday, 
and it was understood by buyers that 
some shading would be made to the right 
persons, Lots not strictly fine could be 
bought at 16% cents, and these were the 
kind that rectivers. were most anxious 
to sell.

The flowers which are left. each week 
at Dr. Abbott's are to be sent this year to 
the. Mutual Helpers Flower. Work of 
which the following is an account: 

The Mutual Helpers were first organ- 
ized in the summer of 1890, for the distri- 
bution of flowers among the ple in 
the tencmeént-house districts of Boston. 
With one headquarters in the North End, 
and flowers from five towns, stx thousand 
bouquets were distributed.. In 1897 the 


teen headquarters in the ‘North, South 
and West Ends. Eighty towns were in-. 
terested, and twenty-five thousand bou- 
quets distributed. Inits eight years of 
history there have been given to those 
who would otherwise have been without 
a blossom, more than one handred and 
a thousand bouquets. . 
he plan embraces bands of boys and 

girls, organized trom the public schools, 
co-operating with country friends, organ- 
ized as branch societies, who regularly 
send flowers to the children to be distrib- 
uted among the residents in the tenement 
house districts during July and August. 

The children make up the bouquets 
and distribute them in the homes ‘The 
friends raise and gather the flowers; come 
with them to the city, assist the children 
in Senet them, and, with them, visit 
the sick and aged in their homes, The 
friends also encourage the love of flowers 
and give instruction in the raising and 
the care of plants; *-~ 

Each boy and girl has -some sick or 
aged person to befiiend. Beginning with 
the ministry of the flowers, they soon 
enlarge their usefulness by running er- 
rands, caring for the room, aiding in the 
housework, reading to the sick, and in 
many ways they lighten the burdens of 
the weak and weary. 

Each one, also has a country friend 
who is interested in the little helper, be- 
cause of his or her service for others. 
Correspondence and visits to each other 
follow, and personal attachments are 


formed which are mutually helpful. *).

“What flowers are most suitable for 
cutting and packing?’ Hardy herba-

Emphasis should be placed on the 
sweet peas.

Full-blown roses or 
any flower past its prime should not be 
sent. Rose-buds, pinks, pansies and 
sweet geranium are dearly loved. All

The scriptural 
story of David presents the life of the 
shepherd king of Israel as one of unsel- 
fish serving whose zeal was as broad- 
ly unselfish as it was incessant. It 
emphasizes a truth often ignored, that 
whatever man’s station in life he does 
not escape the common obligation of 
service. It is a truism of every -man’s 
life that he must render in service ac- 
cording to that which he hath. To 
whom much is given from him much 
shall be required. 

“There is a mutual obligation resting 
upon us.
